S.  Nothing  savea  well-organized 
board,  Such  as  ours,  aud  Its]  thor- 
ough I y systematized  work,  can 
save  the  great  cause  of  foreign  mis 
- sion|  from  utter  confusion  dis- 
aster. In  the  history  of  missions 
there  Is  not  one  single*exceptlon  to 
the  rule  that  when  missions  have 
grown  to  large  proportions  organ- 
ization and  system  are  Indispen- 
sable. 

4.  As  essential  to  Its  highest  suc- 
cess the  board  must  have  absolute 
'freedom  of  access  to  the  churches 
of  Its  constituency.
